Miss Zoe Watkins Believed to be 
in Kansas City.

She was Seen by a Ticket Broker With a 
Companion—The Identification. 


———— 


The police are still working on the myster- 
ious disappearance of Miss iZoe Watkins, 
with little hope of success. Miss Watkins, a 
young girl 15 years of age, arrived in the city 
a few days ago with an older sister, Lillie, on 
the way to New Orleans from Denver, Col. 
While in the city they were the guests of Mr. 
James Martin, at No. 2215 Gamble av- 
enue. On Thursday afternoon Zoe started 
out to visit a lady friend who lived 
a few blocks distant. A party had been ar- 
ranged for the young ladies that night at Mrs. 
Martin’s house, and as thetime drew near 
Miss Zoe did not return to dress, a search 


was made and it was found that she 
had never arrived = at the house 
which she had set out to visit. 


She has not been seen by her friends since. 
The police were immediately notified, and 
have been hunting the girl ever 
since. Yesterday afternoon ali the 
road houses in the suburbs were searched, 
but no clew was obtained. Last night the 
houses of ill-fame, the assignation houses, 
the theaters and hoteis were thoroughly 
searched, but no trace of the missing girl was 
discovered. Mr. Fred Watkins, an uncle 
of the missing girl, telegraphed 


her father at Denver. The conductors ofall 
the outgoing trains have been furnished with 
a description of the young lady. A girl an- 
swering in every way Zoe Wat- 
kins’ description, passed down Clark avenue 
yesterday afternoon, and was seen by Officer 
Tom Donigan and Detective Fraze. The po- 
lice suppose that the girl may have suddeniy 
become deranged or may have met 
with an accident. Detective Wat- 
kins has a dozen plausible — theories 

all of which wouid be beautiful if they would 
only throw some light on the disappearance. 
At noon to-day he visited the girl’s reletions, 
but he allegesthat he received no important 

information. If this be true, he has not been 
as lucky as a PosT-DISPATCH detec'ive, who 
this morning discovered aciue which will 
explain the whole mystery. He re- 
ceived information that a_ ticket-broker 
could solve most of the mystery, and, pursu- 
ing the trail, visited the office of Claude & 
Wilson, under the Planters’ House. 

“Looking for the missing girl?’ 

**Yes; have you found her?” 

**] just bave.” 

“Tell me about it?” 

“Well, yesterday morning at 8:30 o’clock, 
two young ladies came in here and asked for 
tickets to Kansas City. The one who conducted 
the conversation looked like a hard girl, and 
the other answered the description of Miss 
Watkins. The tickets were purchased and 
thev left last night for Kansas City.’? 

**How was the hard-looking girl dressed?” 

“She hadon abottle-green dress, was slen- 
der of figure and a perfect brunette. While 
I was fixing the tickets I watched the giris 
slyly and caught the taller one in a 
frantic flirtation with one of the: 
Planters’ House employes. That little epi- 
sode gave them both away, but I did not 
detect © any bad conduct onthe 
part of the younger one. I 
had arranged the tickets, the voung ladies 
daeparted and I thought nothing more of the 
matter. At that time I had not read the 
newspapers and was not awure of the dis- 
appearance of Miss Watkins. Later in the 
day my attention was called to the missing 
lady by the porter of the Planters’ House, 
who said the description tallied perfectly 
with one of the women who had purchased the 
tickets to Kansas City. Ithen read the de- 
scription and agreed with him.” 

‘*Did you not notify the detectives?” 

“Yes, 1 sent word to them last night of my 
suspicions. This morning the detectives 
came down here with a portrait of Miss Wat- 
kins, which I immediateiy identified, as did 
also the hotel porter and other gentlemen 
who chanced to be present when the 
tickets were purchased. Afterwards I learned 
that the detectives had telegraphed Chief of 


Police Speer, of Kansas City, to look 
out for the girls. I sent a 
messencer down to Main street 


to notify Mr. Fred. Watkins of the affair. He 
is an uncle of the missing girl, and has taken 
every opportuniay to find his niece,’’ 

‘*Do you think the girls left last night for 
Kansas City ?”’ ’ 

“T know they could not have left yesterday 
morning, and I doa’t think they would wait 
very long, as the police and detectives seemea 
to be active. It may be, however, that they 
are holding the tickets.’’ 

“Are you sure the young Woman you 
identified was Miss Watkins?” 

“Well, Lidentified her picture instantly, 
i ee not her then 
it is a most perfect case 
of mistaken identity. My private opinion is 
that the police and detectives willcover up 
the facts if found to be such as I imagine,and 
let the mysterious disappearance appear on 
the records as unsolved.” 

Mr. Claude’s conversation left no doubt 
whatever in the mind of the reporter that the 
missing girl had been traced as far as possi- 
ble.

plished. He says that few people now who 
have carefully studied the question imagine 
that bai!oons will ever be used for pcrposes of 
freigbt or passenger transit. ‘They may, 
however, he thinks, be made very valuable 
for meteorological observations. A careful 
study ef air currents has long ago satisfied 
him that there is a great atmospheric tenden- 
cy eastward. He believes that a balloon 
kept at two thousand or three thousand feet 
above the earth started from the United 
States would reach Europe. He proposes to 
construct a balioon with a eapzcity of 300,00) 
cubic feet of gas, and attach to it 5,000 fee: of 
rope. ‘The balloon is to be allowed an eleve- 
tion of 1,500 or 2,000 feet. When the sun 
srines and the gus is expanded the balloun 
can not ascend to any much greater elevation 
because of the weight of the additional rope, 
and when the gas contracts on account of the 
cold the descending rope being buried by the 
water wou'd retieve the balloon of so much 
Weight. By this simple contrivance the air 
ship would be kept at an almost uniform ele- 
vation, and the eastward movement would 
carrv-the balloon across the ocean. The ven- 
ture would cost about $50,000. Prof. King

Lizzie McCall’s Troubles. 
From the New york Star. 

At last the date for the trial of Mrs. L'zzie 
McCall Wall, who killed her busdvand, Geos xe 
Barry Wall, at their home in Bay Ridge, has 
been tixed for Thuradav. There are a num- 
ber of peculiar circumstances about Mrs. 
Wali’s case. Her husband diedin this city, 
and atthe Coroner’s inquest heid here the 
jury exonerated her from any intention to 
kill her husband She was taken back to 
Raymord Street Jail, in Brooklyn, in obedi- 
ence to a commitment four murder made out 
against her by Justice Church, of Fort Ham- 
ilton, who took the husband’s ante-mortem 
statement. Her case came before the Kings 
county grand jury forthe March term and 
led to a prolunged discussion among the 
members of the grand inquest. Finally an 
indictment for murderinatow degree was 
found agains: her bv a majority of one of the 
members of the grand jury. Though this in- 


dictment was fuund, Mrs. Wall 
has .never yet been arraigned 
to plesd. The slayer of her hus- 


band occupies a comfortable apartment in the 
debtor’s prison at the R.iymoud street insti- 
tution, and is fed reguiarly from the matron’s 
table. She refuses to speak at any Jength of 
the Sunday morning tragedy in the quiet Bay 
Ridge home, and when approached as to the 
occurrence merely states that she had no in- 
tention to kill her busband. Since her in- 
carceration she has become thin from Keen 
appreciation of the serious position which 
she occupies. Sheis allowed to receive all 
the Visitors she desires to see, and to these 
she invariably expresses great regret at the 
taking off of her husband, for whom she as- 
serts she had the greatest love. 

The indictinent found against her jis be- 
lieved to be a difficu!t one upon which to ob- 
tain aconviction. Ifshe was guilty of any 
crime, lawyers say, it was murder in the first 
degree, as, if the killing was not intentional 
and premeditated, it must have beea acciden- 
tal. ‘The accused womau Was an actress be- 
fore she married Mr. Wall, and it is said that 
& manager is anxious tw secure her services, 
upon her acquiitai, and immediately start her 
on the road as a star.

A Boston Divorces Scandal.

The trial of the divorce suit of Cumming vs.

The witnesses beard to-day 
testified to Cumming’s habit of drunkenness, 
and io his lewd and lascivious conduct with 
awoman known as Stella Angell, and to his 
frequenting « fasbionable house of iil-fame at 
the South Eud. One of the points on which 
the defense will rely was bronghi out by But- 
ler. When Francis Sweetzer, Mrs. Cum- 
ming’s couchman, Was On whe stand, Butler 
asked him if he went often to the house of 
Mrs. Cumming, to which he replied that he 
went whenever he had business there and at 
no other time. “‘What made you think I 
meant for any other reason?” quickly asked 
Butler, who suvsequentiy asked if witness 
did not spend a good deai of time in Mrs. 
Cumming’s room when her husband was 
away. The testimony about Cumming’s 
drinking wus to the effect that he sometimes 
epent as much as $17 a day atone hotel for 
refreshments, and tuat, while he and Stella 
were staying together at a certain hotel as 
Mr. and Mrs. Jolnston, drinks were repeated- 
ly brought to them. The property of the wife 
at the time of the marriage was $500,000 or 
thereabout, and she signed deeds consigning 
nearly or quite half to her husband. The 
court, on her motion last fall, granted an in- 
junction to restrain Cumming from disposing 
of it. The tria! will last several days, and 
will resuit in dragying to light a ghastly lot 
of closei skeletons.

THE BARNACLES MUST GO. 

The point made ia. Mayor EwING’s mes- 
sage, which will meet the hearty concurrence 
of every tax-paver in St. Louise, isthe neces- 
sitv of getting rid of supernumerary help in 
the different city departments. The manner 
in which the work of the city is done is a 
crying evil, and the Mayor’s protest certainly 
exculpates him from any share in this dis- 
grace. Acclass of labor which would not 
command #40 a month outside the attractive 
City Ilail is paid $60 inside of it. 
salaries arefiftv per cent higher than thev 
should be for the ability employed, and it is 
no overstatement to say that thirty per cent 
of the employes might be discharged and the 
work done by the balance, The city treasury 
is looked on by these barnacles as legitimate 
booty, and not one of these gentry is able to 
understand that it is just as dishonest to take 
money Which they donot earn from the city 
as it would be froma grocery orashoe factory. 
They have been demoralized by high pay and 


will strike them as a brutal 
despoil them of the proceeds of their work. 
They cannot admit that a Second street book- 
Keeper, Whois glad to get $75 a month, does 
twice as much work much more thor- 


ouchly as they do for $150 or 
$200. The idea permeates all of them 


that their situations are rewards for political 
services rendered, and it does not strike any 
of them that the nice salaries they get have 
at allan intimate connection with the labor 
of the ofiices which they decorate. Supernu- 
merary help must be cut away, and 
this town run on _ business principles. 
We elect cone man to an office, and we 
pay another man well for doing his work, to 
say nothing of the cloud of lesser clerks who 
come in for lesser money. The heads of de- 
partments should go to work themseives and 
thus save at once the money paid to their 
proxies: Of course some of them are 
altogether incompetent to do the work, 
but the voters will never believe 
that until their tack of ability is 
exposed. The nephews and sons 
and brotsers who are filling the lesser 
places must be turned adrift. It will 
be hard on them of course, as very few ofthe 
whole gang are able to make their living in 
this cold and cruel world; still the City Hall 


 seameres age: is not the proper vehicle of the city’s charity. 


Ve have a magnificent Poor-house into which 

these incapables can move. The Assembly 
must investigate this matter. The 
Masor’s message leaves no. alternative 
and it willtake very little investigation. to 
clear the city offices of the incumbranves. 
If you have ever turned over a board or 
stone in the fields and noticed how the fat, 
lazy insects scuttled away out of the sun- 
shine, you can form anidea of the effect 
of investigation at the City Hall. The 
Mayor’s message tallies one more victory 
for the Post-DispaTcH. It is not four 
months since we first called public attention 
to the disgraceful manner in which the work 
of the city was done, and now by persistent 
work we have forced forth the ukase that the 
barnacles must go.

BROADHEAD IN 1874. 

We go out of our way to-day to refresh the 
memories of some people by republishing the 
letter which Col. JAMES O. BROADHEAD 
wrote in 1874, repudiating the Democracy of 
Missouri. At that time Col. BROADHEAD was 
saturated with Unionism. He was proud of 
his record asa Union man and he was dis- 
gusted with the tendency of Missouri Demo- 
cracy toward the glorification of ex-Confed- 
erate heroes. Ile detected at that time a dis- 
position to ostracise Union men. Repre- 
sentative organs of the Dem ocracy here in St. 
Louis sneered at GENTRY as a “Home 
Guard,” and boasted of how FrRaNK COCK- 
RELL, the raw-boned, loose-jointed WEBSTER 
of the prairies, ‘fought four years for his De- 
mocracy” in the armies cf the rebellion. This 
sort of thing harrowed the loyal soul of Col. 
BROADHEAD and he repudiated the Demo- 
cratic party. Ten days ago we found 
Col. BROADITEAD shrinking modestly from 
the very pleasing duty of hanging a 
few oratorical chaplets upon the tomb of 
that distinguished Missonri Unionist, FRANK 
P. Barr, lest his elojuent words should 
touch the raw places abd disturb the sensi- 
bilities of these same e%-Confederate Demo- 
crats who had sneer@® at, GENTRY in 1874 
and had exalted COCRre.y because he had 
foucht and biedffour yeats for his Democracy 
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} 


fact that the Democratic party was far less 
imbued with Confederate principles in 1874 
than itis in 1882. It was not one-half so re- 
pressive then asit is now, because it had 
scarcely been reorganized, had scarcely 
emerged from the chaos of the war and Re- 
publican rule and was in no condition to 
practice proscription. Of course Col. BROAD- 
HEAD’s mission is to be conservative. 
Whenever he finds politics tending toward 
radicalism he begins to set himself in the 


breeching. For this reason it is nec- 
essary for him to _ reverse himself 
occasionally, Thus we find him in 


1874 venting. his wrath upon the Demo- 
cratic party of the State because it was ally- 
ing itself with the defunct Confederacy, and 
in 1882, after the party has been swallowed up 
by the Confederates, we find him dodging 
away from areunion of Union soldiers lest 
his presence there and his patriotic utter- 
ances might “reopen the wounds of the war” 
and give offense to these same ex-Confeder- 
ates whom he so justly rebuked eight years 
ago. Perhaps, after Col. BROADHEAD has 
been thoroughly and completely headed off in 
his ambitious attemptto break into Congress 
from the new Ninth District, he will take oc- 
casion to revise his views again. We await 
another letter from him with considerable 
anxiety. 
BENT AND THE POLAR SEA. 

It is with more than the usual amount of 
journalistic modesty that we venture to notice, 
in a spirit of critical inquiry, the remarks of 
Capt. SILAS BENT on the subject of Arctic 
exploration, as reported in a late issue of the 
Post-DiIsPpATCH. Capt. BENT is a retired 
naval oflicer of some reputation and actual ex- 
perience, and, moreover, has made this sub- 
ject aspecia! study for many years. Therefore 
his opinions are entitled to some weight, but 
some of them seem to us without sufficient 
support in positive evidence. For instance: 

‘*The North Pole will be discovered to be an 
open sea, whose waters are touched bythe 
Guif stream, and through which passage is 
easy at least three months otf the year. A 
well-defined route to the Polar Sea will give to 
the worid another grand body of navigable 
waters, and materially lessen the distances 
and dangers of the passages from continent to 
continent.’’ 

The open Polar Sea is certainly an open 
question. Its existence is not positively 
known, and if we are not myjstaken, more than 
one eminent Arctic authority deciines to be- 
lieve that it does exist. Poor KANE thought 
that his comrade, WILLIAM MORTON, had 
actually seen it, and a picture in accordance 
with his description adorned the published 
history of the expedition. But a few years 


'later Dr. HaYEs penetrated beyond the point 


which MORTON reached, and saw nothing but 
a vast expanse ofice. So the picture repre- 
sents only an optical delusion, or possibly 
only a pretty romance. If passage to and 
through the open Polar sea “‘is easy at least 


‘three months of the year,’’ is it not strange 
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that not one of the many adventurous yoy- 
agers in that direction has ever reached it, or 
eyen seen ii? Surely someofthem ought to 
have had science or luck enough to approach 
it at the proper season, and thereby settle the 
matter finally and forever. But though the 
discovery and survey of that mysterious bit of 
water would insure an immortality of fame, 
the fame is as yet unappropriated and 
promises to remain so for an indefinite 
period. As to “a well-defined route” which 
can be so utilized as to ‘materially 
lessen the distances and danyers of the pas- 
sages from continent to continent,’’ that ap- 
pears to us entirely in the region of remotest 
possibilities. Admitting there is an open sea 
around the Pole, is the road to it likely to be 
unobstructed every year even for the short 
space of three months? Is it not a fact that 
during some seasons of exceptional severity 
navigation is barred far below the point 
where the sea is supposed to be? What sane 
man would, for commercial purposes only, 
risk the safety of ship and crew 
in trying to take this ‘most wunre- 
liable short-cut from England to Shang- 
hai?—conceding thatif he happened to hit it 
he would save six thousand miles. To an 
unprofessional mind the simple fact that the 
open sea oas thus far eluded the persistent 
search of many boid and skiilful navigators, 
is nearly, if not quite, proof positive that 
there is notany ‘‘well-defined route’ to it. 
Ifthe sea is there,a szall door in the icy 
barrier which surrounds it may some day be 
long enough to admit some- 
body who happens to be on_. the 
spot and is willing to take the chances 
of getting out again; but that a gateway suf- 
ciently broad for ordinary commercial travel 
will ever be discovered, we think almost as 
improbable as a balloon voyage tothe moon. 
We see no reason why, if the whales are not 
to be found elsewhere, they should not have 
a sort of general headquarters in the open 
Polar sea, ifthere is one; but whether the 
whalers would find it profitable to chase 
them there, with the grave doubts about. en- 
trance and exit, 1s another thing. Capt. BENT 
gays: 

‘*‘My theory is that if the Gulf stream were 
faithfully followed, direct from New York, 
there would be no difficulty in reaching the 
Norts Pole, and it is sometimes remarkable 
that no expedition éver came to grief so long 
as they remained inthat path. Once out of it, 
they have gone deeper and deeper into the 
ice-bound regions and were etranded. De 
Long und his party strayed away tothe west- 
ward of the stream to a distance of over one 
hundred miles.’’ 

We ask for information: After Arctic ex- 


peditions get fairly into the field of opera- 
tions, can they go where they please? Does 
not the ice have something to say about their 
movements? Suppose DE LONG had desired 
and intended to follow the Gulf stream path 
to the North Pole, was he at perfect liberty 
to do so? Was not’ his course directed, or 
misdirected, by influences over which he had, 
and could have, nocontrol? In short, in the 
vast majority of instances dees not ice,in one 
shape or another, say where, when and bow 
the ship shall go which crosses the frontier of 
its external empire? If a ship can, soto 
sperk, get on board of the Gulf stream at 


unlocked 


New York, and be carried by it straight to 
the North Pole, it is certainly remarkable the 
trip has never been made. We fear the con- 
nections are not as sure as thev might be, or 
else that those actively interested in Arctic 
explorations have no faith in Capt. BENT’s 
ingenious theory. 

We do not think the Arctic game is any 
longer ‘‘worth the candle.’? We do not think 
the bare possibility that there may be an open 
Polar sea, and the still barer possibility that 
it can be used asa marine highway, justify 
the further expenditure of life and money. 
We think the courage, energy and skill of Dr 
LONG and his companions could have been 
more profitably employed e!sewhere, and that 
the cause of science should not, and does not, 
demand such sacrifices in the future. It is 
time, full time, a halt were cailed in these 
Quixotic enterprises. Thev cost too much 
and bring too little.

One was written by FRANK BLAIR to the 
great Missouri Unionist and figured in the 
campaign of 1868; another was written by 
thejgreat Unionist in 1874 when he thought

Sentiments to Compare With His Recent 
Soft-Solder Letter, 


In 1874 Col. James O,. Broadhead, being in- 
vited by the Chairman of the Democratic State 
Central Committee to make a few speeches in 
support of the ticket then in the fleld, wrote in 
response the following remarkabie letter of 
declination. In viewof his recent refusal to 
respond to a patriotic toast at the reunion of 
the Society of the Army of the Tennessee this 
document becomes interesting: 

ST. LOUIS, September 20, 1874. 
To.the Secretary of the Democratic State Cen- 
tral Committee: 

DEAR Sir—Your letter of the 18th inst. has 
been received, inviting me on behalf of the 
committee to take part in the pending can- 
vass. This I-cannot consent to do, and, 
therefore, respectfully decline. I shall prob- 
ably vote for some of the candidates nomi- 
nated by the Democratic Convention, but for 
reasons which 1 consider satisfactory will op- 
pose the ticket as a whole. 


The recent address of the Democratic State 
Central Committee contains the folowing par- 
agraph: 

‘*That failure, however, has relieved the 
Democracy of the nation fr6m all obligations 
to the Liberal Republican party, save in so 
far a8 Liberals are Democrats, ready to sustain 
Democratic principles, and to oppose the en- 
cro. chiments of a central government upon 
the liberties of the people and of the States. 
tne Democratic party in Missouri, therefore, 
advances the Democratic standard, placing 
around it Democrats only.’’ 

The Democratic party of New York com- 
mends the patriotism and invites the co- 
operation of the Liberal Republicans of that 
State, to whom they owe nothing, whilst the 
Democratic party of Missouri, which is in- 
debted to the Liberal Republicans for the ab- 
rogution of the constitutional provision about 
registration,and to which party indeed it owes 
everything, now repudiates it, and, to use 
another expression in the same address, ‘‘has 
nade an election of non-alliance with factions 
of the Republican party.’’ Whether tnis 
course of pelicy is more unwise than ungener- 
ous the result of the November election will 
determine, but no nan can failto see that in 
there declarations there is a significance not 
fuliy expressed in the language of the ad- 
dress. What are these Democratic principles 
which are to be maintained by Democrats 
only? Opposition to the system of registra- 
tion as contained in the Drake Constitu.- 
tion was considered good Democratic doctrine, 
and thisopposition was made succesaful by the 
aid of the Liberal Republicans. The Liberal 
Republicans advocated the doctrine of local 
self government and Opposed the encroach- 
ments of the central government upon the 
rights of the people and the States, and so de- 
clared in their Cincinnati platform,and surely 
these were and are Democratic doctrines. In. 
deed, upon the vitalissues of the day which 
affect popular rights and constitutional 
liberty, had thought there was 
very little difference between Democrats 
and Liberal Republicans, and 80 
the New rork Democracy seemsto think, but 
if we nnbury the past,then there is a difference 
not only with the LiberalRepublicans,but even 
amongst those who are called Democrats; 
and here liea the hidden meaning of the ad- 
dress. 

The St. Louis Times andthe Dispatch are the 

accredited organs of the Democracy in the 
State. No other metropolitan journal claims 
the rightto speak tor the Democracy. The 
Dispatch a few days ago, in speaking of Gen. 
Cockrell, Says: 
‘‘Whoever can be moved by the appeals of a 
man who fought four years for his Democracy 
—whoever believes in his party as in his reli- 
sion and would take arms foritas he would 
tor his own honor—will be refreshed by Cock- 
reli’s speeches.’’ 

And in the Dispatch of September 10, that 

aper says: 

” Howe Guard Gentrv sounds wellin Jack- 
son, Clay, Platte, Cass, Ray, Saline, Lafav- 
ette, Howard, Randolph, Lincoln, Boone,etc.’’ 

Ana in another issue of that paper there 
is an article headed, ‘“‘Oid Home-Guard 
Gentry Fails to Blow His Horn.’’ And so the 
St. Louis Times, again and again, in terms of 
derision, speaks of Maj. Gentry as a ‘‘Home 
Guard,’’ with the evident purpose of bringing 
him into disfavor and coutempt, because he 
wasa home guard. These are only a few illus- 
trations of the spirit which animates the or- 
vans of the Missouri Democracy. Maj. Gentry 
was an Officer of the enrolled militia during 
the war. Is it any disgrace to himinthe eyes 
of Union men that he was so? Surely 
not. It was a regularly and legally organized 
military force, intended to do its part in pre- 
serving Missouri to the Unton, and, tor the 
most part, it performed its duty well. Will 
Union men who favored such organizations 
duriag the war,in aefense of their friends and 
of the cause which they espoused, 80 stultify 
themselves as to consent to act with a party 
which is denouncing them and holding them 
up to pubiic ridicule. 

I make no issue with Confederates upon the 
questions of the war, and! am giad to know 
that most of the gallant officers of the Confed- 
erate Army in the State desire no such issue— 
they have had their fight, and with them the 
questions are settied; but if their friends 
choose to revive them, they must 
be met and will be met. I had supposed that 
it was the desire of all lovers of order and 
pesceand good government that they should 
not be revived; tie Democratic arty 
has time and again declared that we should 
‘‘put the past behind us,’’ that we should 
meetthe living issues of the day; that the 
memories of the civil war should be biotted 
out, and peace and fraternal feeling should be 
reatored. But now, in the hour of its expected 
triumph upon purdiy Democratic principles, it 
revives the issues Of the war and sneers at ita 
former friends, without whose aid it would 
yet be groaning under the provisions of the 
registration law, for no other conceivable 
reason than that they were Union men. When 
before, in any political contest since the war, 
has it been urzed a8 an Objection againsta 
candidate—Republican or Democrat—that he 
was a Union man, orthat ne was a soldier in 
the Federal Army? And yet these expressions 
of the leading organs of the party inthe State— 
deliberate, persistent and oft repeated—mean 
this, and nothing more. Tbey were not used 
against Mr. Henderson, the Republican candi- 
date in the last canvaas, ‘and vet 
he wad a General of ‘‘ home-guards.’’ The 
fact afforded no reason why Democrats shouid 
not support Gratz Brown, and yet he was Colo- 
nel of ove of the first regiments of ‘‘ home- 
euards’’ raised in the State during the war. 
The effrontery of traducing home guards 
would then have been too shameless, and be. 
sides the Democratic party in Missouri was too 
weak to indulge in euch aluxury. They could 
not afford it. boat now that it bas 
grown strong, in its own estimation, 
it would revive the pure Democracy for which 
‘‘Gen . Cockrell fought four years,’’ and put 
none but true Democrats on duty. In tne 
language of the Central Committee, ‘‘it ad- 
vances the Democratic standard, placing 
around it Democrats oniy.’’ 

It may be true that the political pa in 
power at the ciose of the war has used ‘its 
power harshly, has violated the Constitution 


and outraged the rights of the Southern 
people, and for these acts it 
should be held accountable. It may 


be true that the result of the war has been mis- 
rule, corruption and tyranny, and from the 
very constitution of buman nature it could 
scarcely have been otherwise. I and 

Union mep who have acted with me have not 
ceased to denounce the oppression and stand 
by its victims; but the war being the cause 
of all this calamity, we can never forget who 
brought iton, who fired the first gun, who 


committed the firat breach ot the 
national peace, and who resisted 
with arms the authori of a government 
which, up to that time at least, had been mild 


and paternal. And are we, who thought 
that the Government should be sustained and 
the Union preserved, to be ta 


and the acts doneto maintain them 


a 


asked to support the tic 
power of party discipline, 
many to lose their manhood 
silent when they ought to speak, 
when they should be silent, is strong enough 
to enforce such an allegiance. Whilst I can 
never justify the acts of reconstruction or 
—— of the Southern peopie in the name of 
oyalty, | cannot admit that a war on the 
Radical party must needs be a war upon Union 
men.

A Call Board to be Established on the 
Cotton Exchange July 15. 


As it was understood among the members 
of the Cotton Exchange that Mr. W. 1, 
Black would this morning introduce a reso- 
lution for the establishment of a call bosr¢ 


on the Cotton Exchange, quite a large . 
ber of members gathered in the E cohange - 
10 o’clock. On motion of Mr, Blavk,it was do. 
cided that President Senter appoint come 
mittee of three to make all the necessary ar. 
rangements for opening a call board on the 
first of July. - Speeches were made by Mr, 
W. L. Biack, Mr. frank Gaiennie, Mr. Alex 
H. Smith and others, and the motion carried 
with but littie opposition. it was then resolved 
that President Senter appoint a committes 
of five to wees a contract with the Westerg 
Union or with some other telegraph com 
to send the quotations of the St. Louis cottog 
market for cash and futures to such points ig 
Texas and elsewhere as the commitiee may 
designate, theexpenseto be incurred yp. 
der this contract not to exceed $25 per day 
It was also agreed that to pay this expense 
of telegraphing, and to help pay the expenses 
of the call board, a tax of fifty cents on eye 


hundred bales of cotton sold shall be paid by 
both buyer and seller, making 
a revenue to the Exchange of 


for every hundred bales transferred througy 
it. Mr.Senter has announced that he wijj 
not name either of these commitices for 
some time. The membersare very jubilant 
over the passage of these resolutions as they 
commit the exchange to a policy which must 
ensure a Jarge increase in the cotton trading of 
St. Louis. The planters througbout the 
country tributary to St. Louis have discover. 
ed that with the cotton actually in their pos. 
session they can make more money by selling 
for future delivery than by sending the staple 
in and taking their chances of the marxet 
as it may happen. to be when 
their cotton gets in. The telegrapbing of 
quotations wiil be an excellent advertisement 
for the St. Louis market, and the members 
believe it will be well worth thse money ex- 
pended. : 
The following is a text of the resolutions; 
“That the Treasurer be instructed to makes 
contract with the Western Union, or other 
telegraph companies, for the daily distribu. 
tien of three quotations of our regular 
“Call,”? to such points as may be selected by 
a committee of five—provided the 
expenses for 80 doing shail 
not exceed $25 per day. Said contract to 
commence on July land to terminate January:

BURK’S DISCIPLE. 


A Medical Resurrectionist Shot Dead in 
a Graveyard 
Syracuse (N- Y.) Special to Chicago Tribune. 


About 6 o'clock this morning a man was 
found wounded and bieeding in a semi-con- 
scious state in a meadow owned by William 
Moore, justesst of the County Poor-house 
and adjoining the cemetery giounds attached 
to the county ixstitutionu, situated about 
three miles south of this city. By his side lay 
a sack containing a bottle of whisky, out of 
which one drink had been taken, a carthook, 
along piceof rope, a dark lantern, a bit, 
stulk aud screw-driver, and other implements 
used in body-snatching. He was discovered 
by an inmate of tue County House, and, as 
there were signs of life, assistance was pro- 
cured and he was conveved to the institution 
Dr. Pease, of Syracuse, was sum- 
moned, who, arriving snortiy after, recog- 
nized him as Dr. Henry W. Kenda!!, Jr., a 
prominent physician of this city. An exam- 
ination d:sclosed the fact that a bullet had 
entered the head and penetrated to the brain, 
there being a cerebra! discharge. Both eves 
were swollen shut and b) od was oozing 
from bis mouth. The physician concluded 
that his condition was critical, and made no 
efforts to probe for the ball. In bis clutches 
were discovered a dirk-knife and two revol- 
versgone of which was fully loaded and the 
other showed signs o/ being recently discharg- 
ed. Kendall was unconscious, and was unable 
to explain the manner in which be received 
bis death-wound. Dr. Pease instantly sent 
word to his wife, who resides on Genessee 
Street, in the most aristocratic quarter of the 
city, and she hastily responded to the sum- 
mons. His mother,sister and a number of phys- 
icians aiso arrived at the County House this 
morning. The deedis shrouded in mystery 
thus far. The rest of the field where the 
man was found is a freshly-sown oats lot. 
To the west of it, ona rise of ground, is the 
Poor house Cemetery. Between the menad- 
ow and ihe oatiield is a fence over which Ken- 
dall had jumped, and about forty feet from 
the fence is the spot where be feil—one-third 
the distance to theeemetiry. There is afresh 
wagon track through the oatfield, aod with 
it prints of a man’s feet as though he had led 
| the horse to the fence. Ove of Kendall’s shoes 
was taken this moruing and laid into the 
tracks by Coroner Knapp, who thinks they 
litted exactiy. ‘The Coroner also foliowed the 
wegon-ruts across the field to an opening in 
the fence. He found that the horse had 
evidently been driven in from Ondago Hill.

sitled instantly. Another theory is that was 
killed by relutives of the man, who, being 
suspicious that the sulject was Hable to be 
stolen by physicians, rematmned on guard fir 
several successive nights. The next theory is 
that advanced bv areialive ofthe mau, that 
he has been an opium-ester for some time, 
that in ia it of mentai 
aberration, brought on by despondency 
and the use of the vile drug, he commi:ted 
suicide. ‘he matter has created considerable 
su prize amoig all classes of peeple.

The following is a digest of the annual mes- 
sage of Mayor Ewing and the accompanying 
reports of the beads of departments, submit- 
ted te the Municipal Assembly last night: 

EXPENDITURES. 


The excerditures of the city government 
during the fiscal year which ended on April 
10, 1882, »¥eregated $5.213,793 23; and of this 
amount $1,693,766 79 was applied to the pay- 
ment of iptese-t and the reduction of the 
bonded debt; $330,320 99 to the Fire Depari- 
ment and fire alarm telegravh; 74,999 10 to 
tne Police Department; $350,489 81 to the 
Heaith Denartment; $278,672 01 to lighting 
the city; $862,655 74 to public work; $178,- 
650 86 to thesupport of tbe courts, civil and 


criminal, and expenditures incident 
thereto; $263,887 91 to the running 
expenses of the Water-works; $268 - 
391 01 to contract money refunded 


and surdry payments from special funds, and 
$187,156 87 to expenditures not above classi- 
hed. ‘he revenue of the city from all sources 
during the year, including tne balance in the 
treasury at the commencement of the fiscal 
vear in April 11, 1881, was $5,488,646 34. The 
unappropriated surplus in the treasury at 
the commencement of the tiscal year on April 
11, 1881, was $124,046 04, and at the close of 
business on April 10, 1882, when said fiscal! 
yeur expired, it had been reduced to $77,- 
648 10. The estimated revenue of the city for 
the current vear 1s $5,150,554 82, of which 
$3.469,863 05 is availabie for general muni- 
cipal purposes, and $1,680,691 77 is devoted 
tothe payment of interest and principal of 
the publie debt. The Mayor next states 
that the finances of the city are in an emi- 
nently satifactory condition, and that the in- 


creased assessinent and Valuation 
of property will largely augment 
the revenue for the coming year. 


Nevertheless, he hopes to seethe strictest 
ecOnomy prevailin ail the departments. A 
strict serutiny will prevail in this respect. 
Ail heads of departments will be held toa 
most rigid scrutiny, especially as to the em- 
ployment of what his Honor calls supernum- 
erary help. Thejinitial point ofjall economical 
measurers, the message states, lies with the 
Municip?! Assembly, which should determine 
for what purposes andin what manner the 
income of the city should be expended.

It will be 
seen that the Mayor has invented a new name 
for the barnacles, classing them as ‘‘super- 
numerary help.’’ 
BRiDGING RAILROAD TRACKS. 

It is further stated that a most important 
measure is the bridging of the railroad tracks 
in the Mill Creek valley. “A thorough and 
complete scheme involves bridges at King’s 
highway, Grand avenue, Compton avenue, 
Summit avenue, Mercer street and Tayon 
avenue, and perhaps at one or two other 
points, and the widening of the Fourteenth 
snd Twelfth street bridges. Intermediate 
streets, Where the same cross the railroad 
tracks, should be vacated and barriers and 
retaining walls erected. Provision would thus 
be made for carrying the entire street traflic 
between the northern and southern portions of 
the vity over the cars and for opening the val- 
ley from Twelfth street to Grand avenue to 
the free and unobstructed operations of the 
railroads occupying the same. The estimated 
cost ofthe above improvements—ine'uding 
land damages, etc.—azgregates about $1,000,- 
000, The schemeis practicable if the railroad 
eorporations can be induced to take hold of 
the matter. One plan suggested is to create 
a fund of $1,000,000 in the city treasury, $700,- 
000 of whicn to be paid by the Pacific Rail- 
readin extinguishment of the debt due from 
the corporation to the city by reason of the 
loan of county bondsin 1865, and $300,000 to 
be coatributed by the railroads operating 
tracks in the valley, and the work to be ex- 
ecnted by the city and paid for out of the 
‘und. 


GAS. 

Earnest attention is called to the street- 
lightirg problem. The existing contracts 
with the St. Louis and the Laclede 
Gaslight Companies expire January 1, 1890. 
If new methods areto be employed, or if 
other corporations than those mentioned are 
to be employed in the service, itis stated 
thatarrangements should be completed be- 
fore the expiration of the year 1883, in order 
thatampie time be giventothe erection of 
new works and appliances. Plansand specifi- 
cations for lighting by gas and electricity 
should be prepared and proposals solicited,so 
that the policy of the city may be fully déter- 
mined in time. In regard to the litigation 
now in progress between the 
city and the gas companies, the Mayor states 
that? he is @arxious for a fair and 
amicable settlement, but he thinks it an open 
question whetber the city is liable for the 
compensation allowed the receiver during 
the time he held oflice, for the tax paid the 
Federal Government and the cost of lighting 
lamps prior to 1872. 

STREET RECONSTRUCTION, 

About street reconstruction the message 
discourses as follows: 

‘*During the past year the plan of recon- 
structing the streets of the city at the ex- 
pense of adjoining proprietors, by means of 
special taxation, has been entered upon, and 
is now being prosecuted. It applies, of 
course, only to such streets where the con- 
dition of the original pavement demands that 
the street be reconstructed; and under the 
limitations of the charter, the special tax In 
any one instance is jimited to one quarter of 
the assessed value of the ground, the remain- 
ing cost of the improvement, if any, being 
charged to and paid out of the general rey- 
enue of the city. Itis the only mode of pro- 
cedure open to the authorities under the 
‘law. There is no option to be exercised. 
The point is simply whether the city shail 
have paved streets. I favor reconstruction, 
and hope to see the work progress, ”? 

MILL CREEK SEWER. 

It. is stated tbat all proper haste is being 
made to has en the proposed retief growing 
out of the Mill Creek sewer damages. Leasing 
portions of the wharf is referred to, and the 
Mayor states that, although he does not op- 
pose it in proper cases, he is aware of the im- 
portance of the city retaining contro! of the 
river front. 

WATER SUPPLY. 

Rigorous legislation is needed to meet and 

check the 

WASTE OF THE WATER SUPPLY, 

which is continually indulged in by water 
consumers. The reports show that 40 to 50 
per cent of the water placed in the reservoirs 
is wasted. There should be no restriction on 
the use of water, butitisidle to expect to 
supply water to be wantonly wasted,and self- 
protection demands that some action shall be 
taken by the citv in the premises. 

‘he Mayor talks very forcibly touching 
legisiation to better the condition of the 
workingclasses, to maintain a sanitary super- 
vision over workshops and factories, and to 
establish a public bath system. 

THE POLICE FORCE, 
which has not been enlarged during the year, 
numbers 401 patrolmen, With the daily'ab- 
sentes and those doing clerical work,this gives 
a working force of 359 men. This leaves 179 
men to patrol the city on each watch, a num- 
ber stated to be wholly inadequate. The pa- 
trol wagons, it is hoped, willin part supply 
this deficiency. The expenditures for the 
maintnance of the department were $474,-

He states 
that when the appropriation for macadam 
decreased last yearitis not surprising that 
the streets shoulda be ina bad condition, and 
if the work of restoring them should 
commence now it would be a= costly 
one and the work of many years. He 
estimates that the restoration of the 
macadamized strects to the proper condition 
as demanded by the wants of commeiece will 
involve an annual outlay of $250 000 for many 
years to come, and thet in fact the sums ap- 
propriated for mac:dam should never be al- 
lowed to fal! below that sum. A careful ex- 
amination of the Nicaoison pavement shows 
that at least $75,009 will be needed for repair- 
ing it during the present vear. Many blocks 
have onlv the shreds of pavements and some 
no pavemen's af al’. 

The Sewer Commissioner reports that the 
length of all classes of sever work done dur- 
ing the vear was &64 miles, at a cost of 
$186,340 97.

A WOMAN OF THE WAR. 


The Story of the Fourth Wisconsin 
Woman’s Exploits and Ad- 
ventures.

Mrs. Eliza A. Hyatt, Now a Resident of 
This City, Relates the Incidents 
of Her Career. 


During the recent reunion of the Army of 
the Tennessee heldinthis city, many inci- 
dents well worthy of attention escaped 
notice. One of these was discovered yester- 
day by a Post-DISPATCH reporter. At vari- 
ous points along the route of the processicn 


on parade day a small, sharp- 
Visaged old lady was noticed in 
the wall of facas that lined 


the march, by those keeping step, while her 
remarks, spoken in a lowtone to her compana- 
ion, attracted the attention of tnose around 
her. In a quiet house, modestiy standing 
back from the sidewalk at No. 2611 Pacific 
street, a reporter yesterday found the same 
person who was tbe subject of so much in- 
quiry. Herwame is Eliza A. Hyatt, and her 
present whereabouts will be pleasing news 
to thousands of soldiers who have 
stood beside her in times of peril, 


risked their lives on her judgment, 
and were the beneficiaries of her ministering 
hands inthe military hospitals of Maryland 
and Virginia. The bell at the above number 
was answered by the worthy wonan herself, 
who,en opening the door,remarked that there

1861, I was living in Calumet coun- 
ty, Wisconsin, with my busband and brother,

I had nothing to remain ona lonesome farm 
for, so | Secured My papers as an army laun- 
dress. Sthortiv after July 4th we staried 
out in Company K, Fourtéenth Rezgi- 
ment of Wisconsin. We went to Pennsylvania, 
where we received our arms and then began 
active work, during which the dead of our 
regiment were lefs in twelve States of the 
Union. We went direct to Baltimore, and 
our first duty was to guard an important 
railroad bridge at the Relay House, nine 
miles from Baitimore.
